By 
O:der of the Junto appointed to take up and exa- 
mine Perfons fufpected of having engag’d in De- 
ns againft the prefent Government, fome have 
been feiz'd, and brought into our Caftles in clofe 
Calehhes, fo that ‘tis not known who they 
are. ’Tis faid that 600 Soldiers detach’d {ome Days 
ago to Calabria, are to bring Prifoner hither the 
the old Duke of Bifaccia. The good Orders given 
by our Viceroy for fupplying this Gity with Corn, 
have brought down the Price of Meal confiderably, 
to the great Relief of the People. The 2oth feveral 
Tartars arriv'd bere from Apulia,with a large Quan- 
tity of Corn, The Preparations for the Expedition 
to sicily are continu’d with great Applicacon, for 
the Charge of which Count Thaun has demanded 
600000 Ducais, and Stores of Provifions are got 
ready for the Squadron of Engiifh and Durch Men 
of War that are co come to facilitate that Enter- 
prize, ASu.a of yo00o Crowns is providing, ,* be 
ur 
Viceroy 2nd Cardinal Pigeatelli are at Variance, on 
Account of ome State Criminals who took Sanctua- 
ty ina Monsitery, and were fetch’d ovt by Force. 
Yefterday artiv’d pere a Felucca from Barcelona, 
with Difpatches for our Viceroy, aud wich Patents 
c.nferring the Dignity of Grandee of Spain on the 
Prince d’ Avellino, the Duke de Gravina, and the 
Count d’ Avenna. We have a Confirmation of the 
Misfortune tbat befell the Marquis de Leccini, who 
being fent from hence to Barcelona in a Felucca, 
was by ftrefs of Weather forc’d to put into Port- 
Mahon in the Ifland of Minorca, where he was made 
Prifoner, and died of Sicknefs a few Days after. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 22. 
Naples, May 29. 300 Foot are fent from hence, 
to reinforce the Troops at Piombino: Reinforce- 
ments of Foot are continually fending to the Body 
of German Forces commanded by General Caraffa, 
at R'ggio ; which are to be employ’d in the Expe- 
dition 2gainft Sicily ; for which Preparations are 
carry’a on wich the greater Diligence, becaufe we 
have Advice from Calabria, chat 8 French Tartans, 
having Infantry on board, corvoy'd by 3 French 
Men of War, are newly arviv'd in Sicily, We have 
Advice from Barcelona, that the King bas declar'd 
the Marquis det Vaft> Great Chamberlain of this 
Kingdoin, fetzled the Government of the Ifle of If- 
chic. him and his Heirs for ever, and granted him 
Poflefion of che Fief of Rovellain Calabria; with. 
OWer to ncminate to the Succeffion of all his Eftare 
the Defcendzuts of the Prince of Troia bis Father- 
Lax ; which Eftate for want of the Marquis del 
Vafto’s having Male-Iffue, would ctherwife have 
devolv'd to the K ing. Tis faid the Dutckefs of 
Matalone has defir’d a Pafsport, that fhe may go to 
the King ac Barcelona to follicit the Caufe of the 
Lake her Husband, 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 19. 
Madrid, May 29. The Count d’ Elba, being en- 
Raz'd in the Service of King Charles in Catalonia, 
King Philip has confifcared his Eftate at Elba(whence 
be has his Title) in the Kingdom of Valencia, and 
given it tothe Duke d’ Atri, in confideration of bis 
Fidelicy and of his lofing his Poffeffions in the King- 
dom of Naples. Notwithftanding the Lownefs of 
$ Majefty’s Treafury, he has caus’d a Sum to be 
Pruitted to the Duke di San Pietro at Genoa, 1000 
oles to the Duke d’ Atri at Rome, ,and a like Sum 
to the Princefs of Piombino. ‘ 


From the Paris Gazette, dated June 16, 
Genca, May 28. We bave Advice, thac ihe Gal- 
leys of the Duke of Turtis having put into Pono- 
Ercole new Supplies of Provifions and Ammunition. 
carry’d alfo to Porto-Longone a Reinforcement of 
145 Men, among whom were feveral Spanifh OF 
cers, who had made their E{capes out of the Kung- 
dom of Naples and the Milaneze. Don Francico 
Pinelli, Governour of the Place, which had been 
befieg’d about 4 Months by the Imperislifts, whom 
he had reduc’d to the Number of 5 or 600 by the 
Sallies he had made, refulv’d to be coop'd up no 
longer. So on the 26th he made a great Sailey, and 
attack’d the Befiegers with fach Vigvur, that he in- 
tirely defeated them; 250 being kill’d, and the reft 
taken Prifoners. He likewile retook a Fort in which 
were 3 Piecesof Cannon. All this was done in lefs 
= 2 Hours, and wiih no more Lofs than of three 
en. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 15. 
Rome, May 26. The 24th the Pope held a Con- 
gregation of State, on the Advice he had receiv’d 
by an Exprefs from Cardinal Cafoni Legate of Fer- 
rara, that the Imperialifts were drawing abour thar 
Place. The Refult was, that the Courier fhould be 
immediately difpatch’d back, with Orders for put- 
ting the City and Citadel into a good Siate of De- 
fence, demulithing to the Ground all the Houfes a- 
bout the Citadel, cutting down all the Trees ahour 
the Place, and levelling tise Digue without the Gate 
of St. Paul, The Pope perfifis obfiinately in bis 
Determination not to acknowledge King Charles Hl, 
by granting bim the Inveftivme of the Kingdom of 
Naples, or by fending a Legate 4 Latcre to compli- 
ment his Confort cs Queen of Spain. The Pope 
has conferr’d or the Archbifhop of Barri the Ticie 
of Patriarch of Conftantinople, in confideration of 
his defending ftrenuoufly the Immunitics of the 
Church againft the Minifers of King Charles in 
Naples. 
From the Bruffels Gazetre, dated June 22. 
Venice, June 2. The Impe:tal Froops and thofe 
of the Duke of Modena grow numerous in the Fer- 
rareze, where they have taken Poffefficn in the 
Name of the Duke of Modens, of Comacchix., 
Lugo, Argenta, Canale, Prefnaro, Magnavacca, Co- 
Gegoro, Pampofa, Bagnacavaliy, and cther Towns 
and Villages, There are 500 Geimans at Celia in 
the Polefines of St. Antonio; and orhers are in ibe

Ad 
thefe Preparations give Usibrage to Feirsra, wicre 
the Cardinal Legate bas caus'd the Guards to be 
coubled. He has taken into the Place 5coo Mica 
of the Militia of the Country, and put the vereran 
Troops with fome Miltia inco the Citadel, the Gar- 
rifon of which is 3000 Mier. He cavfes the Forii- 
fications to be repair'd, and a Diguc to be levell'd, 
that in Cafe of an Atrzck the Befi-gers may not vaife 
Batreries on it. He caufes the Burghers and fiilicia 
to be exercis’d to Arms; bes rais’d Joo Men to re- 
inforce the regular Troops, and taken other necef- 
fary Precautions for the Security of the Tlece.
